In the last week three women have com- 
plained to Mrs. Lawrence that their husbanda 
Have fatied to support them and hes aggra- 
vated this offense by staying away from home 
all night, Still another woman is known to 
exist who may be married to the same man. 
The circumstances have been such as to 
lead Mrs. Lawrence to believe that the hus- 
band in each of the occasions was one and 
the same man 

This theory has led Mrs. Lawrence into the 
realm of statistics. The statistic show that 
if the man is marfied four times as ig sus- 
pected he is the father of no less than twen- 
ty-six children. 


String of Wives Appear. 

About a week ago a woman who gave the 
name of Mrs. George Fear, and her address 
as 323 Lister avenue, called on Mrs. Law- 
rence. She said she had been married to 
Fear for twenty years and that they had nine- 
teen children.

Chicago Hebrew Charity Organization 
Condemns Habits of Comedians and 
Plans Appeal to Managers. 


A protest against the caricatures of Jews 
on the stage by comedians was made by the 
Young Men‘s Federated Jewish Charities at 
Hotel La Salle last night. Support from other 
Jewish organizations of Chicago has been 
promised and.an appeal will be made to the- 
atrical managers. 

A resolution condemning the practice of 
comedians who play as Jewish characters 
was adopted and will be sent to widely known 
playwrights. Some theatrical managers and 
producers in Chicago are said to have agreed 
to abolish the portrayal of Jewish characters 
from their theaters and plays. 

Barron H. Baskin, a memberof the commit- 
tee of the Federated Societies, and Miss M. 
Osherman, editor of the Chicago Israelite, 
are leaders in the movement. 

Wo intend to boycott al! theaters that m- 
sist on using the Jew for their buffoonery on 
the stage, said Mr. Baskin. ‘“‘ Three years 
ago the Irish societies began a movement 
which caused the comedians to cease using 
Irish characters for ridicule and we wih 
adopt the same methods.”

SOME DEMAND EJECTION. 


Others Argue Her Rights with 
St. Louis Hotel Manager; 
She Keeps Seat. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

St. Louls, Mo., April 3.~[Special.]—An open 
rupture threatened the Mississippi Valley 
suffrage conference today when an attempt 
was made by some of the southern women 
delegates to have Mrs. Victoria Clay Haley, 
president of the Federated Colored Women’s 
clubs of St. Louis, excluded from the remain 
ing meetings of ‘the convention. 

One of the indignant southern women ap- 
pealed to the hotel manager to have Mrs. 
Haley removed. He sent for Mrs. David N. 
O'Neill, president of the St. Louis Suffrage 
association, and explained to her it was 
against the rules of the hotel to have Mrs. 
Haley there. Mrs. O'Neil told him Mrs. 
Haley weuld have to stay and pointed out 
that the letter of the rules for the hotel had 
been obeyed, for the colored woman had not 
been served with food in the hotel. 

Scarcely giving the hotel manager a chance 
to argue the point the women impressed upon 
him the necessity of allowing Mrs. Haley to 
continue at the conference and finally he 
reluctantly consented. 

Stands By Colored Women. 

“ Weare standing on a matter of principle,“ 
said Mrs. D. W. Knefler, chairman of the. 
committee on arrangements. “If we had 
been willing to leave the negro women be- 
hind. us we could have gotten our suffrage 
amendment through the legislature this year. 
But we will take them with us and we will 
get the ballot for them, too, or not at all.“ 

Mrs. Haley continued to sit peacefully 
at the back of the hall until the close of the 
afternoon session. 

Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout, president of the 
Illinois suffrage organization, told the suf- 
fragists the movement had progressed to 
such a point that it now must be put on a 
practical business basis, 

Mrs. Trout said that twenty-nine of the 
thirty-two senatorial! districte in Lilinois 1 50 
suffrage organizations. 

Dr, Anna Blount, chairmanof the Utideaters 
department of the’Illinois organization, criti- 
cised a certain type of women in the suffrage 
movement. 

“Many of our suffragisis, women who 
sometimes become presidents of the organ- 
izations,” said Dr. Blount, “ spend a great 
amount of time on their clothes so that men 
and women will know that suffragiets are 
not dowdies. These same women have.not 
85 cents’ worth of good g#uffrage arguments 
in their heads to answer their opponents.” 


MRS. M’CULLOCH CAUSES SPLIT. 

An open break between suffragist leaders 
is likely to result from an address made by 
Mrs. Catharine Waugh McCulloch at the 
Mississippi Valley suffrage conference at St. 
Louis Wednesday night. Mrs. McCulloch 
warned members of the votes for women 
organization chat men. particularly lawyers, 
could not bo trusted in the legislature. 

Mrs. McCulloch characterized lawyers who 
became legislators as failures at the bar. 
Now comes Mrs. Elisabeth K. Booth, chair- 
man of the legislative committee of the IIli- 
nois Equal Suffrage association, with a siz- 
zling denial. 

This charge is dodnanetoly refuted by the 
makeup of the present Illinois legislature,” 
asserted Mrs. Booth yesterday. Sixty-four 
members are lawyers. Of the eighteen law- 
yers in the senate thirteen are pledged for 
woman suffrage, one is undecided, and four 
are opposed. Of the forty-six members in 
the house, twenty-two are pledged, eleven are 
favorable, and only seven are opposed. . 

The inj ce of this unfortunate and ill- 
advised statement ought to require no fur- 
ther refutation than these figures. Practi- 
cally the entire body of lawyers in the legis- 
lature are men not only of intellect but of 
integrity. They are among the most amens- 
ble to reason, and moreover they yield to ar- 


gument.”

New York, April 3. —{Spectal.}—Pélice 
Commissioner Waldo said today that he will 
try to abolish as public nuisances restaurants 
that permit girls to turkey trot, drink cock- 
tails, and smoke cigarets in the afternoon. 

The commissioner confirmed the story that 
detectives are investigating complaints that 
tea time turkey trotting, as carried on in same 
of the best known restaurants of Broadway 
and the side streets, is vulgar and immoral. 

A special staff of picked men has been sent 
rout with instructions to spend time and 
money in ascertaining just how frisky the 
tea time trotters are permitted to be. 

“Tf conditions are as bad as reported.“ 
said Commiesioner Waldo, “they are dis- 
gusting. I have received complaints that the 
afternoon dances are as bed or worse than 
the night dances. I shall take steps to have 
places that conduct afternoon dances in ap 
improper fashion closed as public nuisances.” 


-: Detectives Watch Dancers, 

This afternoon in at least four of the best 
known ‘ tearocoms’’ detectives watched the 
dancers. Waldo’s ‘‘sleuths’’ were in Mar- 
tin’s' Bustanoby’s, George Rector’s, Relsen- 
weber’s, and several other places where tea- 
time trotting is made a feature. 

Letters have been received by the mayor 
intimating that there have been scandalous 
doings. Charges are current that the trots 
and the cocktails by dey and the trots and 
champagne by night are breeding divorces 
and crime; t girls are being decoyed by 
women who deal in immorality, and that 
things have come to such a pase that the 
law must be invoked. 

A reporter visited four well known trot- 
teries this afternoon and found the dance 
halls crowded. At Reisenweber's an elderly 
man started the fun by leading the turkey 
trot march with a slender young thing. As 
the drinkegeame faster the dancers became 
more and more hilarious. Women smoked 
cigarets and puffed the smoke in the faces 
of the men who sat with them. 


Scene at Martin“. 

Louis Martin’s tearoom was so crowded 
at 6 p. m. that perhaps 100 persons, mostly 
women, were waiting for tables. Whenever 
the orchestra struck up a syncopated air 
the floor was almost immediately crowded 
with dancers. 

Possibly it was the lack of space that re- 
quired so many couples to cling like ivy to 
an old wall. Certainly twenty young women, 
many of them girls who could not have been 
more than 17, were smoking cigarets. 

Here and there one saw people actually 
drinking tea, but nine out of ten were con- 
suming cocktails or mixed drinks. In the 
crowd at the tables were several stout, over- 
dressed women, who seemed to be interested 
in the girle. 

George Rector’s dance hall was not crowd- 
ed. Most of the patrons weré women, some 
not at all young. There, as elsewhere, the 
trotting went faster as the drinks were 
served.

Madero, on taking office, began recruiting 
volunteer troops with the ex-insurrecto corps 
as a basis. In the meantime the regular army 
was not reeruited to normal strength. ‘ 

The desertion to the opposing side of the 
majority of the volunteer groups has left the 
actual government forces far below par.

SAY THEY WERE MISLED. 


Switchmen and Roads Likely to 
Reach Peace Basis During 
the Coming Week. 


Most of the 8,000 painters, decorators, and 


paperhangers now on strike here are ex- 
pected te return to work on Monday, al- 
_ theugh the labor leaders have voted to con- 


tinue the strike. The painters declare they 
were misled into striking, and say they are 
willing to accept the pay raise offered by 
employers. 

The employ érs offered an increase of 5 cents 
an hour and a new set of working rules, A 
committee of the painters’ district council 
refused to consider the terms and prepared a 
These rules the employers 
refused to agree to. 

Independents Join Opposition. 

The contractors who compose the Painters 
and Decorators’ club held a meeting with 180 
independent contractors. The independent 


_ Contractors joined with the club in an agree- 


ment to refuse the terms of the painters. 
Communications were received yesterday 
from a committee of painters who stated 


they would accept the terms of the contrac- 


tors and return to work on Monday if they 
could get the sanction of the labor leaders. 
Members of the committee of the district 
council declare they have no power to sano- 
tion the actions of the men after a strike has 
been called.

House Adopts Joint Resolu- 


tion Favoring Consolidation 
of Various Boards. 


SAVING FOR THE PEOPLE. 


Investigation of Children’s Home 
Finding Institations’ Meth- 
ods Ordered. 


Springfield, III., April &—The house today 
adoptéd Senator Hurburgh’s joint resolution 
providing a committee of eight members to 
inquire into the advisability of consolidat- 
ing in the interest of economy and efficiency 
state boards, bureaus, and commissions 
which have been created by the general as- 
sembly. : 

The house also adopted Representative 
Thomas Curran’s resolution for an investiga- 
tion of children’s home finding institutions 
operating in the state. Complaint is made 
that many so-called home finding associa- 
tions after obtaining the custody of depend- 
ent children from juvenile courts send them 
into other states, where all trace of them be- 
comes lost. Instances were recited in the 
discussion upon the floor where the families 
had been forever separated by the action of 
such institutions in sending juveniles inte 
other states and losing all trace and track 
ot them 


After the Illinois Central.
